The cost of producing an acre of 
corn this year, 1923, in Champaign and 
Piatt counties is between $29 and $30, 
according to preliminary calculations 
based on cost records kept by 
15 
farmers. These fanners are co-operat­ 
ing with the farm management depart­ 
m ent of the University of Illinois in 
keeping detailed accounts on the whole 
farm business. 
In 1922 the average cost of produc­ 
ing an acre of corn on these farm s 
was $27.59, when 5 per cent interest 
on $‘2SO land was included as an ex- 
pense{ . 
of. e^ji-nse 
w ere: 
Man labor $3.6(5, horse labor 
$5.05, tractor use 72 cents, seed 14 
cents,

An aver­ 
age income of $26.92 was realized in 
1922 from the 48 bushels of corn pro­ 
duced per acre, and 86 cents from 
stalk pasture. 
The average gross in­ 
com e per acre, therefore, was $27.78, 
subtracting the total expense of $27.59 
left a net profit of 19 cents per acre.

President to Emp loy Sp ecial 
Counsel to Probe Teap ot 
Dome Scandal. 


W ashington.—President Coolidge has 
» decided to emp loy sp ecial counsel, 
draw n from both the Uep ublican and 
Dem ocratic p arties, to p roceed ^’ilb 
court action as a result of evidence ad­ 
duced at the senate committee hear­ 
ings on the leasing of naval oil leases. 
The 1‘resident issued the following 
statem en t: 
“It is not for the President to de­ 
term ine criminal guilt or render Judg­ 
m ent in civil cases; that is the func­ 
tion of the courts. 
It is not for him 
to p rejudge. 
I shall do neither. 
But 
when facts are reveale« ! to me that 
require action for tlie p urp ose of in­ 
suring tlie enforcement of either civil 
or criminal liability, such action will 
be taken.. Tbat is the iirovince of the 
executive. 
Inquiry Prove« Need. 
“Acting under my direi'tion, the De­ 
p artm ent of Justice has been observ­ 
ing the source of the evidence which 
has been revealed at the liearings con­ 
ducted l)y the senatorial committee In­ 
vestigating certain oil lenses made on 
naval reserves, wliich I believe w ar­ 
rant action for the p urp ose of enforc­ 
ing tlie law and p rotecting the rights 
of the p ublic. 
“Tiiis Is confirmed by rep orts made 
to me from the committee. 
“If there has been any crime it 
m ust be p rosecuted. 
If tliere has been 
any p rop erty of the United States il­ 
legally transferred or leased it must 
be recovered. 
None Must Be Shielded. 
“I feel the p ublic is entitled to 
know that In the conduct of such ac­ 
tion no one is shielded for any p arty, 
p olitical or other reasons. 
As I un­ 
derstand, men are Involved who belong 
to both p olitical p arties, and having 
been advised by the Dep artm ent of 
Justice that it is in accord with for­ 
m er p recedents I p rop ose to emp loy 
sp ecial counsel of higli rank drawn 
* 
from both p olitical p arties to bring 
^ 
such action for tbe ,enforcement ^ 


" 
“Counsel will be Instructed to p rose­ 
cute these cases In the courts so th at 
If there Is any guilt it will be p un­ 
ished; If there is any civil liability 
It will be enforced; if there Is any 
fraud, it will be revealed; and if there 
are any contracts which are Illegal, 
they will be canceled. 
Kvery law will 
be enforced, and every rigid of the 
p eo[>le and the government will be 
p rotected."

Sup p orts the Prohibition of 
Branch Institutions in 
S t Louis Case. 


W ashington.—The Sup reme court up ­ 
held the right of a state la i)revent na­ 
tional banks within its boundaries 
from 
estîihlishing 
branch 
establish­ 
ments and at the same time ruled that 
the same p rohibition is carried in the 
federal statutes themselves. 
The decision of the court settles a 
controversy which has disturbed the 
banking world for stweral months. 
It 
was handed down in the case of the 
F irst National bank of St. Louis. The 
bank p rcviou.*ily had demurred from u 
state law p rohibiting establishm ent of 
branche.s. 
Losing in the fe<ieral court, 
the 
bank 
ap p ealed. 
The 
Sup reme 
court held in the op inion that the Mis­ 
souri law was not in conflict with fed­ 
eral statutes. 
The state of Missouri had been 
Joined by 18 other states in m aintain­ 
ing the right of state governments to 
p revent national banks from op ening 
branches. 
Three Justices Dissent. 
The op inion of tlie court was deliv­ 
ered by Justice Siitlierlan<l. Cldef Jus­ 
tice Taft, Justice Van Deventer and 
Justice Butler dissented. 
“W hat the state ts seeking to do is 
to vindicate and enforce its own laws," 
Justice Sutherland read. 
“National 
banks are brought into existence under 
federal legislation, are instrum entali­ 
ties of the federal government and are 
necessarily subject to the p aram ount 
authority of the United States. Never- 
theles.s, national banks are suhjeet to 
the laws of the state in resp ect to their 
affairs unless such laws interfere with 
the p urp oses of their creation, and 
tend to Imp air or destroy tlieir etfi- 
clency as federal agen< ies or conflict 
w ith the p aram ount law of tlie United 
S tates.” 
It was added by the court that the 
question was whether tlie law of Mis­ 
souri conflicted with federal statutes. 
Majority Op inion. 
T he m ajority op inion* on this p oint 
w as as follows: 
*Tn_our op inion it 
d ees'ndù The extent of the p owers of 
national banks Is to be measured by 
.th e term s of the federal statutes re­ 
lating to such associations and tliey 
can rightfully exercise only sucli as 
are exp ressly granted for snch Inci­ 
dental p owers as are necessary to 
carry on the busliies for which they 
are established.**

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE 
ACTS TO AID FARMERS 


W ashington. — President 
Coolidge 
outlined metho<ls by wlil< h congress, 
the national executive and p rivate in­ 
terests can co-op erate for the relief of 
the agricultural financial situation In 
the Northwest. In a si*eclal message 
in congress lie p rop osed : 
1. liefundiug tlie p ressing p ast-due 
indebtedness of fanners In the terri­ 
tory most seriously affected. 
2. Assisting wlieat-growers by moans 
of a federal agency to cliange from a 
one-crop system to diversified farm ­ 
ing. 
.3. Restoration of imp aired cap ital of 
hanking institutions wherever In dis­ 
tress regions It would lie lielp ful. 
4. Creation by p rivate euifltal of a 
substantial financial corp oration to as­ 
sist the p rocess of reorganization. 
5. 
Extension of tlie tim e during 
whicü î. the W ar iCinance. carp oraü oa 
can make loans. 
“The economic situation In certain 
wheat-p r<Klucing regions in tlie North­ 
west Is reaching an acute stage,” the 
President said, “that requires organ­ 
ized co-op eration on the p art of the 
federal government and the lo<*al in- 
siitutions of that territory for its so­ 
lution.” 
The foregoing measures, he .said, are 
the ones by wliicli, without undue 
alarm or agitation, hut nevertheless 
p ronrp tly and effectivel.v, we can iirlng 
to hear on n serious, thoiigli, liap p ily, 
a localized emergency, every resource 
of the federal government.

President to Employ Special 
Counsel to Probe Teapot 
Dome Scandal. 


W ashington.—President Coolidge has 
decided to employ 
special counsel, 
draw n from both the Republican and 
Dem ocratic parties, to proceed '\’ith 
court action as a result of evidence ad­ 
duced at the senate committee hear­ 
ings on the leasing of naval oil leases. 
The President issued the following 
statem en t: 
“It is not for the President to de­ 
term ine criminal guilt or render judg­ 
m ent in Civil cases; th at is the func­ 
tion of the courts. 
It is nut for him 
to prejudge. 
I shall do neither. 
But 
when facts are revealed to me that 
require action for Hie purpose of in­ 
suring the enforcement of either civil 
or criminal liability, such action will 
be taken.. That is the province of the 
executive. 
Inquiry Proves Need. 
“Acting under my direction, the De­ 
partm ent of Justice has been observ­ 
ing the source of the evidence which 
lias been revealed at the hearings con­ 
ducted by the senatorial committee in­ 
vestigating certain oil leases made on 
naval reserves, which I believe war­ 
rant action for the purpose of enforc­ 
ing the law and protecting the rights 
of the public. 
“Tais Is confirmed by reports made 
to me from tile committee. 
“If there has been any crime It 
m ust be prosecuted. 
If there has been 
any property of the United States il­ 
legally transferred or leased it must 
be recovered. 
None Must Be Shielded. 
“I feel the public is entitled to 
know that in the conduct of such ac­ 
tion no one is shielded for any party, 
political or other reasons. 
As I un­ 
derstand, men are involved who belong 
to both political parties, and having 
been advised by the Departm ent of 
Justice that it is in accord with for­ 
m er precedents I propose to employ 
special counsel of high rank drawn 
from both political parties to bring 
i such action for the ^jiforcement of tjie 
law.

From rock strata high up In the Cana­ 
dian Rockies she has hammered out 
trUobltes 70,000,000 years old. 
Some 
of these stony remnants of early life 
showed organs still Intact 
“It’s the greatest sport in the world." 
she said. 
“The luck of a gambler is 
no more uncertain than the luck of a 
geologist. 
You crack 20 rocks and 
then perhaps In the twenty-first you 
find a marvelous specimen. 
I am a 
good collector of trllobltea, for 1 have 
sharp eyea” 
Not a Trained Gtelogist. 
Mrs. Walcott Is not a trained geolo­ 
gist, but having been up in the moun­ 
tains 25 times with her husband, the 
discoverer of fossil life in the Cam­ 
brian range, she has taken an active 
part In his research work. 
With 
“Jonah" and “Little Jonah’’ their geo­ 
logical hammers, they have contributed 
valuable specimens to the world of 
science. 
» 
“It’s not exactly what yon might call 
a woman’s life," Mrs. W’alcott ex­ 
plained. 
“But I have found it of ex­ 
traordinary interest. 
We have set up 
as many as 19 camps In four months. 
I know whnt It is to rise for break­ 
fast at six in a tent pitched at an alti­ 
tude of 7,000 feet, break up camp, 
then ride oii horseback all day through 
rain with a complete sketching kit 
strapped to my saddle. 
We consider 
Cricket, my husband’s horse, a very 
clever geologist. 
When be decides to 
stop at a rock we usually find that his 
instinct has l>een sound. We carry five 
cameras with us and have 15 horses In 
all." 
I 
But the geological research they car-1 
ry on In the mountains Is only one 
phase of Mrs. Walcott’s work. 
She 


has developed a foiui of botanical 
study of her own. In addition to pho­ 
tographing and tinting wild flowers 
and plants'as she finds them In their 
native state, she does water color 
sketches of them—not conventional­ 
ized, but botanlcally correct 
Her 
work has caused so 
much interest 
among botanists that the Smithsonian 
institution expects to bring out a book 
with 500 of these nature studiesi 
Finds Rare Orchids. 
“My husband’s field of exploration 
has given me excellent opportunities 
to find rare and unusual plants,** sho 
said. 
“1 have all the Alpine flora to work 
on as well as the flowers that grow In 
the valleys. 
It is frequently difficult 


to reach the specimens for cioae pho­ 
tography. 
They may ba growing oa 
the fringe of a strefr* i or right in tha 
middle of a swamp. When tt is windy 
I may have to wait hoars to take my 
picture—until the plants stop swaying. 
“In doing my water color sketches, 1 
have to work at high speed. 
Tha 
blooms are apt to be very perlshahit 
unless you happen to catch them at 
the moment df their full perfection.* 
Her rarest find was the cypripedinm. 
a little known orchid growing oa tha 
Mexican border. 
Much of her work 
has been done there. 
Because of the 
range of her husband’s field of re­ 
search, her selection is large and 
varfed. He has followed the Cambrian 
formation from Mexico up to the Ca­ 
nadian Rockies, and her botanical 
studies stretch over the same area.

sharp eyes.” 
Not a Trained Geologist 
Mrs. W alcott 13 not a trained geolo­ 
gist, but having been up In the moun­ 
tains 25 times with her husband, the 
discoverer of fossil life In the Cam­ 
brian range, she has taken un active 
p art In his research work. 
With 
“Jonah” and “Little Jonah” their geo­ 
logical hammers, they have contributed 
valuable specimens to the wmrld of 
science.

“I f s not exactly what you might call 
a 
woman’s life,” Sirs. 
W alcott 
ex­ 
plained. 
“But I have found it of ex­ 
traordinary interest. 
We have set up 
as many as 19 camps in four months. 
I know what It is to rise for break­ 
fast at six in a tent pitched at an alti­ 
tude of 7,000 feet, break up camp, 
then ride on horseback all day through 
rain with a complete sketching kit 
strapped to my saddle. 
W e consider 
Cricket, my husband’s horse, a very 
clever geologist. 
When he decides to 
stop at a rock we usually find that his 
Instinct has been sound. We carry five 
cameras with us and have 15 horses in 
all.” 
But the geological research they car­ 
ry on in the mountains is only one 
phase of Mrs. W alcott’s work.

has developed a

of botanical 
study of her own. 
In addition to pho­ 
tographing and tinting 
wild 
flowers 
and plants as she finds them in their 
native state, 
she does w ater color 
sketches of them —not conventional­ 
ized, 
but 
botanically 
correct. 
Her 
work has caused so 
much 
interest 
among botanists that the Smithsonian 
institution expects to bring out a book 
with 500 of these nature studies. 
Finds Rare Orchids. 
“My husband’s field of exploration 
has given me excellent opportunities 
to find rare and unusual plants,” she 
said. 
“i have all the Alpine flora to work 
on as well as the flowers that grow In 
the valleys. 
It Is frequently difficult 


to reach the specimens for close pho­ 
tography. 
They may be growing on 
the fringe of a strea i or right in the 
middle of a swamp. 
W hen it is windy 
I may have to w ait hours to take my 
picture— until the plants stop swaying. 
“In doing my w ater color sketches, I 
have to work at high speed. 
The 
blooms are apt to be very perishable 
unless you happen to catch them at 
the moment Of their full perfection.” 
H er rarest find was the cypripedium, 
a little known orchid growing on the 
Mexican border.
